After checking with 
Lavon Strong, 0/PA/DCI, I told Mr. Latimer that it is Agency 
policy not to make public statements on this sort of allegation 
and that was the reason why I had couched the original statement 
to him in terms of Committee findings that there was no truth 
to the allegation. . Mr. Latimer said that this was fine.
